of the Act, No doubt, as. passive 
resisters, they will be glad of this 
further opportunity of proving their 
loyalty to those who have, for their 
sake, already suffered iroprisonment 
and hardship _ ‘The point, however, 
that we desire to make ig that, whilst 
under restraint the Government, for 
we cannot believe that Superintendent 
Vernon acted: without instructions, 
endeavoured to. force acquiescence 
with. their desires from our com- 
patriots, Into the legalpoints involved, 
Wwe will not enter, the matter being 
ub judice, but we resent strongly that 
the Government should take wdvantage . 
‘of the unprotected condition of our 
brethren, whilst, apparently, being 
afraid to arrest the leaders of our 
community, who are at large and who 
are known’ to the authorities. We 
think: that it is disgrace to the Govern 
ment and to ourselves, that those who.

In the Hause of Lords 
Verbatim Report 


‘The following report is taken from 
the official Hansard report of Lord

Lor Aurraiti.:My Lords, I think 
yout Lordships will perceive that 1 
have received no very explicit answer 
from the noble Earl.

And. yet it appears, from what the 
noble Earl has told us, that there is 
hho idea or question of intezfering with 
the Portuguese Government when they 
takeit upon theniselves to punish 
whore offence—if offence 
been committed in. a British’ Colony. 
‘The noble Barl began by anticipa 
ting whathe imagined to be a possible 
Contention of mine by telling me that 
no Indian domiciled in South Africa 
had been so deported. 1 should be 
extremely glad to think that this was 
the case, but Tam not quite sure that 
the noble Earl has been correctly 
intormed'on that point. T have heard 
that one of thé:chiel objections is that 
these’ men are being deported to 
‘eountries'to which they do not belong, 
and that, surely, does not come within 
the power of any Government of any 
tiation? Tam told that some of them 
have come from Natal and are being 
departéd ta India. Others do not 
Welong to India at all; in thet they. 
have bees born and are domiciled in 
the ‘Transvaal. As T said just now, 
these Indians are not criminals. At 
the worst they are passive resisters in 
Circumstances of the utmost provo. 
tion, Surely this does not justify the 
Colonial Goveroment in treating them 
as outlaws, and in, depriving them of 
any rights they may possess as British 
citizens—for instance, the right of 
appeal for reliel to their own Courts ?

“The Indians successfully 
resisted compulsion, and at the 
beginning of last year, as the result of 
what is known as the compromise, 
they voluntarily registered themselves 
for a-sccond time almost to a man, 
The reason that they pocketed their 
pride and gaye way was that they be= 
lieved, wrongly we are told, that the 
Registration Act of 1907—-the Act 
which they regarded as humiliating 
and offensive and unnecessary-—would 
be repealed. Whether or not there 
4 proniise we shall probably 
never know, and it is not to my 
purpose to discuss the question: here, 
Anyhow, that was the belief and the 
understanding on which the Indians 
for the second time, in spite of a 
second breach of {aith, voluntarily re- 

tered themselves again, 

Ieis absolutely idle to say that the 
protest of these Indians is simply 
sentimemtal, that it bas no solid 
foundation ‘or reason, and that it is 
quite, uncalled for, as is sometimes 
urged, Men do not suffer as these 
men have suffered without very good 
reason. Do your Lordships. know 
that oyer 2,000 of these Indians have 
suffered imprisonment, mostly. with 
hard labour? Do your’ Lordships 
know that every one of them has 
suffered great pecuniary loss, and a 
considerable number of them absolute: 
financial ruin? And what about the 
leader, the man who is represented as 
& mere. agitator, and who, lor the 
third time, is undergoing imprison- 
‘ment with hard labour for the sake of 
his opinions and because he ig 
defending what he. regards as the 
honour of bis community? Mr. Gan- 
dbi, I think your Lordships will be 
interested to hear, is the son of an 
Indian Gentleman of good birth and 
high position who was a former Prim 
Minister of the State of Kathiawar,

av, parent would, far one moment, 
think of sending his children to be 
miseducated in. these establishments, 
for the mental, if not the moral, per- 
version of Indian childhood, We 
have read the Government notice con- 
taining the. new _cegulations with 
‘fied feelings. Our irs, thought 
‘wakoue olimager that the Brilish Col 
ment sould be, guilty. of 
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Diessing in disguise, and that it 
will awaken the somnolent Natal Iu- 
dian community to a proper apprecia- 
tiow of the contempt with which, and 
for certain reasons rightly so, the 
Natal Government regards it.” Lat- 
terly, we have almost hoped that 
some such calamity would threaten 
Natal Indians in. order that they 

cbt be elfectively awakened from 
their dangerous lethargy; and, if this 
new action on the part of the Govern- 
ment will have that effect, we shall 
consider that our second’ thoughts 
were best, and that the Natal Indian 
community has been obliged at last 
to take the matter of the ednication 
of its children into its own hands, 
‘with a determination to spare nothing 
thit would mak» that edu-ation along 
the best, the most modero, the most 
highly cthical lines, a complete suc- 
cess. Nevertheless, we tnist that the 
Congress will not hesitate: to send a 
strongly-worded protest to the Gov- 
‘ernment against this wicked breach of 
faith, Ie is still possible that Natal 
Ministers may he made conscious of 
the evil that they ‘seek to work, and 
that, even at the eleventh hour, they 
may be ind jeed to withdraw the of 
fensive regulations, We do not be- 
lieve, however, that this will be done, 
but that should not prevent the com 
munity {rom delivering its formal pro- 
teat against a shameful condition of 
things.

vast and restive population or to give 
the agitators their material with which 
to fan into a rebellious flame the 
sparks of discontent they had scat 
tered through the land, hence his 
task was a grave one. ‘Then, too, the: 
Dominion Government hesitated to 
take a.step ‘involving the deportation 
of subjects ofthe same Empire of 
which itis a part, and so the difficulty 
grew most acute. 

Complete and detailed reports of 
the situation, based on an, exhaustive 
study and investigation of the same, 
were laid belore the officials at Ottawa, 
who in turn discussed the twatter with 
the Imperial Government, with the 
final result that the plan to. fend 
those who wished to go—there was t0 
he no complilsion—to Honduras, 
‘where cheap labour was. in demand, 
was evolved. Mr J. B. Harkin, 
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private secretary to the Minister of 
the Interior, was sent westward. to

religion demands a plentiful supply, 
were exceedingly scarce, -and. that 
many of their countrymen there were 
already in bondage from which they 
could nat escape and wherein, they: 
wwere treated worse than slaves, They 
asserted, it is claimed, that this al- 
leged serldom was. niade possible by. 
Coswuets they had sighed, whereby, 
through w system o! charges for brok- 
en implements used by the mes, ctc., 
the littersmot only received no money 
a8 wages, bit were kept constantly in 
‘debt to their employers.” 

‘Mr. Harkin, on, the other hand, 
was prepared. to show that the con- 
tracts to be signed by the emigrants 
‘wnuld be approved and enforced by’ 
the Honduras Government, with 
which necessary arrangements were 
to be made, thus preventing any in 
juistice or iltreatmenty-and that. there 
had been filed with the Honduras 
officials 392 applications trom plant- 
fers for Bast Indian labourers, besides 
which the Colonial Government -un- 
Gertook to emiploy 200 more on rail- 
road construction, and agreed to. give 
free land grants to 200 others, these 
to involve sufficient land to provide a 
living,for those concemed. 


‘The Affair of the Temple 


Immediately on returning, there 
fore, Secretary Harkin arranged for a 
meeting with the Sikhs, Hindus, ete 
to be held in the Sikh temple in Van- 
couver on Sunday, December.6.__ In. 
the mean tiine, however, ‘Teja Singh 
had wrrived and assumed. the direc:

art relterated: his decision. that. it 
would be useless to read. the report 
cor expect it to be binding unless it 
were done i the, sacred portion of 
the temple, the party. of white men. 
left in despair, hiving, previously 
warned the brown men that since they 
refused the Goyernment’s offer, there 
would be nothing left but deportation, 
should further indigenicy or destiti- 
tion atise. 

‘This threat, of, warning, as you 
may elect-to term it, merely served to, 
indicate to Teja Singh his need for 
baste, He saw that he must act and 
at once. Despaiching telegrams to 
the Secretary of State for India, the 
Minister of the Interjor at. Ottawa 
and others,, relating” hitesid= of the 
dispute. in the temple, he. followed | 
these with another to Ortawa, declar: 
ing that if his penple were given three | 
‘months of there would ba'no | 
need {or governmental’ action, as 
‘esery one would, be in an independ. 
ent position, ‘The Government offi- 
cials made no such promise of are 
spite or a suspension of impending 
sentence. Tt mattered little to Teja 
Singh whether they-did or not. He 
immediately set to. work to procure 
employment for a5 many, of those 
without it as possible, and for the 
rest his “land and development” 
scheme was designed to be ample 
protection.

Boksburg Location 
Supreme Court Judgment 


In the Suprenie Court of the Trans- 
vaslon the roth instant, the appeal 
of Suliman Bap. Rex was brought 
before the Chief Justice and Sir Wm. 
Solomon, 

Mr. Gregorowski for appellant; 
Mr. Matthews for the Crowe, 

‘Appellant and others had been 
charged witha contravention of section 
1gr of Aét 35 of 4908 in that on 
March 5 last, at Boksburg, they were 
‘unlawiully residing upon proclaimed 
land, not being a location or such 
other placa, permitted by the Miving 
Commissioner. ‘They. were. found 
guilty and sentenced to ten days! im 
Prisonment with hard labour. The 
ease came before the Court at the end 
of March, and yas then remitted to 
the Magistrate for father evidence. 
‘The question which arose was whether 
the ground upon which thay resided 
was a location set apart forthe use of 
Asiatics, It was ‘admitted that the 
‘area was set apart as a location tor 
‘Asiatics in 1898. ‘The Crown's con- 
tention was that it ceased to bea loca- 
tion in consequence of @ Government 
Notice of 1908, cancelling the reserva- 
tign ofthe area forthat purpose: The 
question tmed upon whether the 
Government had the power to, close 
the location.

Lord Morley’s Reforms 


‘The Saturday Westimnster Gasette 
recently commented as follows, under 
the heading “Real Reform in In- 
dia” = 

‘On Wednesday Lord Morley an- 
nounced the appoiotment of a native 
member to the Couneil of six which, 
with the Viceroy, forms the: supréme 
Executive of India. ‘There has been 
‘some shaking of heads over the step, 
and for that Lord Morley was, with- 
‘out doubt, fully prepared. What ins 
been done, nevertheless, is wise and 
judicious, and was, in fact, absolutely 
essential as a. gurantee of the real 
character of the reform which is being 
offered to In 
the Queen Victoria's, proclamation in 
1958 the promise has been constantly 
repeated by the British Government 
that natives, “of whatever race or 
creed, shall be freely and impartially 
Admitted to offices in onr service the 
duties of which they may be qualified 
by- their education, ability, and in- 
tegrity duly to, discharge.” So long 
fas this was held not to apply to the 
appointments. in which it was open 
to the Government to show that they 
were prepared to extend the most 
unreserved confidence in native judi- 
ment, it was possible to India to.say 
that face and creed constituted a real 
bar, Lord Morley, seeing this, has 
{rom the beginning insisted that this 
last test Of confidence must be con- 
ceded, and in that he bas had: the 
fallest support of the Viceroy. Nor 
is he wholly without experience 
in this matter. ‘Two Indian gentle- 
men: sit upon the India Council in 
London, and Lord Morley thas bome 
testinony to the advantage of that ar- 
rangement, aswell as to the fact 
that the concord between these repre~ 
sentatives of native opinion and their 
colleagues has been unbroken. ‘The 
further step that has. now been’ taken 
has been carried through with careful 
judgment. Mr, Satyendra Sinha, 
who is appointed legal member of 
Council, is a lamyer of high repute 
and great practice, who makes a real 
persunal sacrifice in accepting this 
new place. He is thé holder of im- 
portant legal offices, is in close 
touch with European society, and bas 
the bighest professional and personal 
character. We believe that his selec- 
fion will command the sympathy. of 
all those Englishmen who hayebreadth 
enough to look at the position 
from the Indian as wellas the English 
point of view. Ils effect will be. to 
give fresh vitality to the whole scheme 
of reform designed to cure the worest 
which has shown itself as sedition. in 
its extreme manifestations.

On Bupite Day, Mr: Gandhi was 
released from Gaol after a 
term of three months’ imprisonment, 
this being the third time he has 
Suffered for the cause of teush. What 
irony. there must be in this incident! 
One wonders what the late Queen 
would have thought at the sight of 
her beloved Indian subjects lyiog in 
British prisons for the sole and only 
fault of refusing to surrender their 
honour. ‘I cannot believe that our 
Jate Queen, who made such eloquent 
appedls on their’ behalf and wrote 
stich righteous condemnation of un- 
feeling treatment meted out to her 
Indian people, could have allowed 
such things to be. Tt seems that, in 
changing the name of the day from 
the “Queen's Birthaay” to that of 
“Empire Day,” there was lost. a 
great deal of the human, kindly 
element of Victoria, and in its place 
remains lust of Empire, jingoistic 
pride of race, and an arrogance born 
‘of power over weaker nations.

Immigration at the Cape 





‘Vue report ofthe Chief Immigration 
Officer at the Cape for the year end- 
ed. gist December, 1998, has now 
been published, It forms interesting 
reading, Daring the year under 
review, 27,259 passengers were 
allowed to land from ports withoat 
the Colony, and 107 were refused 
landing, Of those allowed to Jand, 
5,631 were new arrivals. Asiatics| 
thus landed pumbered only 115. 
to sex, of the Asiati 
‘who entered the Colony, 103 were 
males and one only was a female, 
Out of 107. finally rejected, 34. were 
Tadians. Out of £1,270 83, fees 
charged for different kinds of certifi 
cates and permits, Asiatic per 
alone account for £688, show 
how heavy has been the burden laid 
upon Asiatics. Indeed, throughout 
the Colonies, the Immigration Laws 
hhave been rrincipally used for. check- 
fing Asiatic immigration. We do not 
imply that others have not been 
prohibited. ‘The figares_given by 
the Cape Immigration Officer show 
abuadantly that other nationalities| 
ave ilso been dealt with ; bub-the 
Jaws have been principally adminis:

With reference to minors, 
Mr. Cousins says, ‘Tam strongly. in 
favour of a very definite legislative 
provision in the direction of compel- 
Ting Indians in this country to obtain 
nquestionable documentary evidence 
of relationship and minority from the 
Government of India before they are 
allowed to take advantage of this 
exemption.” So that, il the recom- 
mendation is carried out by the 
Legislature, Indian fathers will now 
have to produce documentary evidene 
as to their children. We will not say, 
for one moment, that some Indians 
have not evaded the law and made 
false declarations about boys who

the! eyes of their fellow-countrymen, 
many had been rained, others had 
hhoen tn gad) (some repeatedly), hav- 
ing. committed no moral “offence, 
whilst neadly one half of ‘the normal 
Indian population of the Transvant 
ud been driven’ {rom the Colony, 
some temporarily and some perman: 
cently, rather than accept a hateful 
lays, The ‘Transvaal Indians were 
not fighting blindly, ‘The passive 
resisters (many of whom were’ ftiends 
and relatives of those present) knew. 
Well what: they were doing, and-bad 
vell:weighed the’ sacrifices. that they 
were called upon fo make. |, They 
were fighting for two. things: One 
tras the repeal of the insulting: Asiatic 
Act ol 190%, Which was promised: by. 
General Smuts in return for voluntary 
registration, which they Indians had 
honeurably completed. ‘The other 
yas that their natural, leaders, the 
cultured men of their rice, should be 
allowed freedom of entry as were 
ccaltured mien of any other race. Ti 
they desired them, they wished to 
have, ax permanent residents of the 
Colony, the few doctors, lawyers, 
teachers anid priests that were sec 
sury to the higher vellare of their 
community, General Sinuts had 
‘expressed his willingness to admit 
these cultured men on teniporaty 
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tegarding whom the penalties of the 
aw would be temporarily suspended, 
who would be unable to~procure 
licences to practise theie professions 
and whose permits could be arbitrar- 
ily cancelled the moment they ind'- 
cated to their brethren any danger 
that would threaten them at the 
hands of a hostile government. No 
people in South Africa was selt-suy- 
porting in regard. to cultured men, 
most of whom were imported from 
Europe, and the Transvaal Indians 
felt the need aswell as others. In 
conclusion, Mr. Polak urged upon 
Iiis hearers the necessity of expressing 
their sympathy with their Transvaal 
brethren in tangible manner, and 
pleaded for funds wherewith to carry 
‘on the passive resistance campaign. 

‘The appeal was quickly responded 
tr, and led by Messrs, Teikamdas 
21d Singson (the latter of whom 
Soke with much emotion tegarding 
the sufferings of ‘his fellow-Asiatics

A Sonth African Example

‘two colonies is practically free, labour 
flowing backward and forward of it- 
self; but far the more distant eolunies 
speciat recrultiment in Thdia. and 
indentures to lubour are necessary, 
aiid elaborate regulations haye had. to 
be made to saleguard these proceed- 
ings from abuse.

Indian Labour in 
Mauritius 
=> 
A Case for Enquiry 


‘A memorial has reached us, says 
adits {rom Port Louis, Mauritius, in 
whieh the grievances are detailed of 
certain Indian “ engaged labourers" 
employed on the Labourdonnais Es- 
tate. ‘The facts, as stated, show that 
on Décember'2$ last, one Moonas- 
wamy Was assaulted by an overseer, 
of the name of Maxie Morel, on the 
ground of malingering, although he 

suffering frou fever, and 
fing down in the caneGeld 
physical inability to continue 
Tes alleged that the man was 
struck four times. with an iron instru- 
ment known locally as “safage.” and 
that blood was drawn both from the 
forehead and the back as a result of 
the blows, ‘The statement is further 
made that if sub-overseer, or sirdar, 
named Badayah, had not warded off 
further blows the tan Moonaswamy. 
would have been killed, and that the 
wounds on the head Have been pro- 
nounced by medical opinion to be of 
such a serious nature that death would 
probably have ensued if proper treat 
ment had not'been procurable. ‘The 
memorial recites that Morel was al 
ready unpopular with the labourers 
On. the estate on various grounds, 
which inclide the cutting of rations, 
the. settiog of excessive tasks, the 
marking of men absent if they could 
not complete along task, and constant 
abuse and beating. Such being the 
axe, the assault upon Moonaswamy 
is declared to have acted “like a 
match in a magazine of gunpowder,” 
and “the labourers of the estate, 
knowing how hard and impossible i¢ 
‘was fo obtain justicein a court of lay, 
especially against a white man and 
capitalist, got so excited that they lost 
allcontrol over themselves and hunt. 
ed te overseer and did him almost to 
death.” 


Atisalleged that unsuccessful efforts 
to obtain redress, had been previously 
made to the Managers of the Estate, 
and that when’ the labourers then 
went to lay their case belore the Pro- 
tector of Tnimigrants at Port Louis, 
they, were arrested on the charge of 
attempting to murder Morel. - Three 
feh—Seriram, Ramin Ramghen, and 
Soorayah—now stand charged with 
thatoffence, ‘The complaint is made 
that the police and the Parquet ( the 
Crown authorities) have not enquired 
into the cause of the whole trouble, 
‘or taken legal steps agai 
whose conduct in the fi 
was responsible lor the disturbance, 
A searching investigation is prayed, 
and although we are notablé.to vouch 
for the accuracy. of the ‘statements 
contained in-the memorial, we are

The South African Native 
Problem 


Mr. Edward Dillow, T.S.A., has 
published a pamphlet onthe above 
subject, being a series of articles 
‘contributed to the Zramsaal Leader, 
and re-printed with additions. We 
take the following extracts, which are 
in many respects equally applicable 
to the Indian and “coloured” ques- 
tions :— 

‘n entering upon a consideration 
Of the South African native problem 
one becomes aware of an antecedent 
question, which, although apart from 
the immediate problem, yet exercises 
aah indefinite and often. a confusing 
influence upon the discussion; the 
ethical implications: are frequently 
antagonistic. On the one side are 
the ethics of revealed religion and of 
the transcendentalists— the first arbit- 
‘ary, the Second speculative, and both 
abstract and oblivious of time, place 
and circumstance—and on the other 
ide there is the point of view. which 
regards morals as the art of life, and 
human welfare as its end and aim. 
Whatever theories. of ethics may 
engage the attention of and obtain. 
credence amongst theologians and 
schoolmen, in practice our lives and 
actions are mainly. controlled snd 
regulated by the recognition of iiu- 
man welfare as the sanction and 
standard of our desirés in social and 
civic lile and in naticnal affairs, and, 
in $0 far as the sense of human soli- 
edacity is realised, in interiational 

‘affairs also, We recognise that, what 

is lawful and expedient.in one set of 

conditions may be harmful «and 

‘wrong in other circumstances—that 

with many environments there must 

‘béimany morals! though with always 

‘one aim: the welfare of the peoples, 

«s+ Itis only now, when our 

boundaries are co-terminous’ with’ 

those ol other powers, and when ‘the 
eleven territories of South Al;

Thave the honour to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter dated the 
a6th March, 1999, in reply to the 
Association's telegram of the 17th 
March, on the subject of the treatment 
of British Indians in the ‘Transvaal, 

2. My Association desires me in 
reply, to express its deep gratitude to 
the Government of India for their 
energetic protests on behalf of the 
‘Transvaal Indians who are suffering 
‘such severe hardships. 

At the same time, whilst my Asso: 
ciation realises the impossibility. of 
interference, on the part of the Gov- 
erament of India, with cases of

“The State” Corrects 
Mr, Polak” 


In an editorial note, The State 
says — 

We publish this month a reply to 
Mr. Duncan's article on the Asiatic 
problem. We do not propose to dis- 
cuss the matter here further than to 
correct two points on which Mr. Po- 
Tak misrepresents unintentionally the 
statements made by Mr. Duncan.

Tt was. therefore easy 10 
use the Jaw to discriminate 
the latter without straining it in any 
‘way or giving anyone cause to contest 
what was done. What Mr. Polak asks 
for the British Indians is something 
different.

Ir has been asserted, in some 
quarters, that the day of petitions is 
over, and that aggrieved parties 
shoyld refrain from organising them, 
but rely on their own unaided efforts ; 
and, generally, that is true. But 

eptional circumstances sometimes 
whee, making it not only necessary, 
but a matter of sacred duty, to 
petition, in order to carry conviction 
of the earnestness and sincerity of | 
the pleaders, and of the tragedy of 
the cause that they plead.

Sir,—In your issue of the ged inst. 
you gave the new diet scale for In- 
dian prisoners in Transvaal gaols. 
Knowing the amount of correspond- 
ence there has been on the subject, 
and remembering well that Mr. Gas 
dhi successfully compelled the Gov- 
ernment to give ghee to all Indian 
prisoners in Transvaal gaols, by ro 
sing to take any hinisell whilst 
other prisoners ware denied, it is 
strange to find that the new. scale for 
prisoners of three months contains 
no ghee, whilst those of six months 
only receive one ounce of ghee three 
times.a week. Is this another Govern- 
ment promise broken 2

Farewell to Mr. Conolly

Mr. Conolly, the headmaster of the 
Higher Grade Indian School, bas 
reason to be congratulated upon the 
splendid programme gone throngh on 
Wednesday, 3oth inst., by his pupils 
‘on the breaking-up for the Midwinter 
vacation. There was a large gathering 
‘of parents and friends. 
After various items in the pro- 
gramme were gone through, which 
reflected great credit upon the head. 
master and teachers, prizes were 
distributed, at the conclusion of which 
Mr. Conolly made 2 short speech, 
@ilating upon the splendid progress 
the school had made since its es 
Uablishment, He said be was trans- 
fered to the Headmastership of the 
Coloured School at Pietermaritzburg, 
and as his relationship with the 
parents of the children had been so 
Pleasant during the ro} years, he 
Tegretted very much to sever’ bis 
connection with them. He thanked 
them all for the assistance they had 
given fim in the past and bade them 
farewell 
Mr. H L. Paul said he was asked 
by the parents of the children attend. 
ing this School to convey to Mr. 
Conolly on the eve of his departure 
to Pietermaritzburg, where they under- 
stood, he bad been transferred to the 
Headmastership of the Coloured 
School, their appreciation and thanks 
for the work he bad done during the 
1 years he had been headmaster of 
that institution, About ten or twelve 
years ago, the exclusion of Indian 
children attending the ordinary Gow 
‘eroment Schools commenced, and in 
order to satisly the just demands of 
the Indian community for adequate 
education for their children, the 

igher “Grade Indian School was 
d by the then Minister of 
Education, Sir Henry Bale, and it 
was to his credit, it might be said, that 
Mr. Conoily was appointed. ‘They 
mould perhaps remember that this 
School was the outcome of the speak- 
t's efforts to obtain education for 
his late son in the ordinary Primary 
Schools of the Colony, which was 
refused. However, Sir ‘Henry Bale 
‘wrote assuring him that the wish ofthe 
Government was to assist himas faras 
itpossibly could in his desize to secure 
a good education for his son and that 
the Government was prepared to 
establish a School in Durban in charge 
of a European teacher equal in effici- 
ency and otherwise toa Primary 
School where Indian chiléven requir. 
og Higher Education might be 
admitted, and be was glad to say that 
this assurance was then faithfully 
carried out. 














‘They were in a position to state 
how the School then prospered at 
‘everystage under the able management 
of Mr. Conolly, who was an example 
of a good Christian and a typical 
gentleman of broad views. 

‘This School, which had grown to its 
Present magnitude, was started on the 
1st February, 1899, with a tew pupils 
in aroom in Alice Street, under the 
exclusive management of Mr. Conolly, 
but it was not long before it became 
known, by the zeal Br. Conolly 
displayed and the self-sacrifice be 
‘manifested, that Mr. Conolly was 
‘earnest and sincere in the discharge 
‘of his duties; not always an easy or a 
pleasant task, considering that Mr. 
Conolly was quite a stranger to the 
hass of children to whom he was 
called upon to impart education in 
English. Mr. Conolly’s genial dis- 
position and integrity of purpose, and 
his earnest desire to teach and mould 
the general character of the children 
entrusted to his care, had endeared 
him to both rich and poor, Mabomed- 
an and Hindn alike. The result was 
that the room referred to above, 
soon filled up to its atmost cap: 
and the number of pupils increased so 
rapidly, that any additional accommo- 
dation the Government were pleased to 
provide from time to time was in- 
sufficient to cope with the demand. 
‘The present building was erected by 
the Government, and it was almost | 
‘entirely through the nntiring efforts of 
Mr. Conolly. Hence the building 
would recall tothe memory of future 
generations the untiring efforts of 
Mr, Conolly. 

‘The School which was started with a 
few popils, subsequently rose in at- 
tendance to about 250 children, be- 
sides some Soo who had 
through Me. -Conolly’s: bands, and 
some of whom they would be pleased 
to lear were now stadying both in 
Todia and in England for University 
distinction ; on the other hand the 
other school, which was intended for 
a similar purpose, had never, he under- 
stood, reached soo pupils, They could 
bear testimony to Mr. Conolly's in- 
tegrity of purpose and purity of 
motives. They regretted extremely that 
Mr. Conolly wax severing his connec- 
tion with therm and still more because 
they were debarred under the pro- 
visions of a recent Government Notice, 
from suitably recognising Mr. Conol- 
ly'sservices. Honever he could rest 
asoured that the good wishes of the 
Indian Community would foliow hit, 
wherever he went, and it will always 
beapleasire to them to bear of his 
future prosperity and success. 

‘They woukd be, however, failing in 
their duty, ifthey omitted to recognise 
and appreciate as they did recognise 
and appreciate, the many acts of 
Kindness in which Mrs. Conolly | 
figared so prominently, and it was ber 
‘willing and xeady assistance that had 
done §9 much to'bring success to the 
Tabours|of Me.

as he vas ill, ‘The second fellow: 
Prisoner swears an affidavit to the 
Same purport as the first, and adds 
that when Nagappan was. discharged 
he could not walk. Ds. W. Godirey 
in his death certificate asserts. that 
the deceased, who apparently died 
our days after discharge from prison, 
had had acute double pneumonia. for 
nine days. (Both of the fellow- 
prisoners’ affidavits allege that the 
prisoners, sleeping in tents on the 
veld, suffered extremely trom cold, 
duc’ to insufficient bedelothes,) It 
may be remarked that the men’ who 
have sworn the affidavits have left the 
prison, and are thus in a position, 
towards the prison officials, very 
different from that of the four Europ- 
ean conyicis already referred to, 
‘This is true; but itis also true that, 
being passive resisters, they may be 
called upon to reenter prison any 
day, and be once more under the 
authority of the officials whom they 
accuse, One of the affidayits makes 
mention of Dr. Greene, Apparently 
that gentleman was called in the day 
after Nagappan's discharge, Have 
any steps been taken in. official 
quarters to find out what light this 
gentleman can throw on the matter ? 
Yesterday we published an official 
statement in regard to this second 
case. The gaol officials deny that 
the Indian prisoners had insufficient 
bedelothes. * It was only the natives, 
and not the Indians, who suffered 
this inconvenience!” ‘The gaol goy- 
emor thinks that no appreciable hurt 
can have been inflicted, “or there 
would have been complaint at the 
time.” ‘The remark gives evidence 
of a fine sense of humour. The 
prison hospital van, it is added, was 
Sent out twice to bring sick prisoners 
in, but Nagappan did not ask to be 
allowed to go. Here it would seem 
to be of extreme importance to have 
the evidence of the second warder 
referred to in the affidavits. Did this 
‘warder say that the boy was sick, and 
‘order him to sit down, and not to 
work? Was there a doctor on the 
spot, or did the chief warder decide 
whether prisoners were or were not 
in need of medical attention? Did 
the warders observe the other prison- 
fers supporting the deceased, and 
carrying his tools? The official 
statement has it that since Nagap- 
pan’s discharge another Indian has 
died of pneumonia. “This Indian, 
too, mad> no complaint until as he 
was folding up some clothes he said 
ke felt unwell, and asked leave to lie 
down. In a few hours he was dead.!! 
Apparently these Indiang wilfully

“Passive Fiddlesticks,” 

“Passive which appeared recent- 
Fiddlesticks” ly in the Rand Daily 
z Mail, is an amusing 
instance of the sort of argument 
‘employed by those who do not regard 
passive resistance as being “a harm- 
less sort of thing.” Our contemporary 
knows nothing of the ethics of passive 
resistance. The truths that conscience 
is too sacred to be wronged for the 
sake ol comfort and that the justice 
of the cause is the power, the only 
Dover, which raters have w fear have 
‘never apparently dawned upon its 
path. One thing, however, it can 
see clearly, and we rejoice unfeignedly 
fin that passive resistance, when 
lothed with the power of conscience 
and impelled by the justice of its 
cause, is not to be sneered at; it is 
not “a harmless sort of thing.”

Veramathoo's Story 
eramuthoo, one of the Indians 
responsible for the affidavits that have 
been published, said he was sentenced 
on June arst with Nagappan, and they 
le(tfor the eampon June 22, Once when 
witness complained of the food, he 
was told there was plenty of grass on 
the veld by the cbief warden. Each 
Indian had the same amount of food. 
Te was not sulicient. “They were very 
cold. He didn’t ask for more, be- 
‘cause he was afraid after the answer 
he had received in regard to. food. 
Nagappan and he worked on the road. 
Each nian carried a pick and shovel 
He took off his coat when at work, 
and put it on on returning. When it 
was warm he perspired at his work, 
Nagappan wore similiar clothing to 
what natives had on. ‘They took off 
their coats on going to bed, and used 
them as pillows, They received alot 
Of illtreatment. On one occasion, 
when removing a blanket from the 
tent, he got hit on the finger with a 
sjambok.

‘evening witness saw Nagappan in the 
camp, and asked him whether he had 
worked. Nagappan said he had been 
unable to do so. following. day 
they also carried his implements and 
assisted him to the road, but he 
didn't work. That night he was very 
ill, ‘The next day Nagappan was to 
be discharged, so he did not go to 
work. 

Nagappan could speak English a 
little.

‘How fo Attract the Right Sort of Men 


[Srectat to Ixp1aN Ornst0x] 


‘Natalians, both European and In- 
dian, are naturally interested in the 
question of indentured labour, the 
former because they need Tabolr to 
‘work their tea and sugar estates, and. 
forthe various branches of agricultural, 
manufacturing, and mining industries 
Of the colony, and the latter are com- 

led to be interested because these 
indentured people are their own kith 
and kin. 


There are those who maintain the 
supply of free Indian labour in. this 
colony is ample, and, therefore, there 
is no need fora further and continued. 
introduction of indentured labourers 
from India. If this is really 30, we 
must pause and ask ourselves the 
question: Why are these free Indian 
Tabourers not induced to work for the 

ters, farmers, and mine-owners? 
ff'we can answer this question, and, 
haying answered it, act honestly. upon 
‘our convictions, the difficulty in re- 
gard to finding labour for these 
various industries will be at an 
end. There are four chiet points to 
consider in order that we inay answer 
‘our question. The first is the rate of 
wages. Secondly, are the houses fit 
to live in? ‘The third point is the 
treatment they receive at the hands 
of overseers, Fourthly, wh 
tional facilities are there provided for 
the children? 


‘As to the rate of wages, ten to 
fifteen shillings per month, plus 
rations for one, is the indentured 
man’s portion, whilst women receive 
halfthe amount of wages. It cBhs 
the planter, roughly, eight shillings 
pet month for expenses in connection 
With bringing the labourer frou and 
feturning him to India. ‘That means, 
without adding to the expenses of 

production, a free Indian might be 

offered work at wages ranging from 

78s. to 238. pet month, plus rations,

“No fact was more clearly estab- 
lished from our inquiries of 1906 
than this—that in an established 
industry the workers themselves are 
the best, and indeed the only, satis- 
factory recruiting agency. ‘They re 
main constantly in touch with their 
homes in the recruiting districts, and 
if they are content with the conditions 
of work prevailing in their own in- 
dustry they will introduce their re- 
latives and friends to it. Those 
relatives and friends will go under the 
guidance of the old hand, and with 
full knowledge of the conditions under 
hich they are to work. And so wil 
ise a constant flyw of labour sufi- 
cient to meet the wants of that 
industry, even though it be expanding 
‘ata considerable rate," 

‘Thus the supply of labour for an 
established industry depends on the 
‘conditions of labour prevailing there- 
in, If the conditions are popular, 
labour will come in of itself, and will 
stay. If, however, they be unpopular, 
special measures ‘of recruitment will 
have to be udopted. Labour will no 
doubt be brought in, but at consider- 
able expense, and it will not stay, so 
that further measures will very soon 
have to be taken to renew the supply.” 

The above remarks might be ap- 
plied with equal force to Natal. No 
further comment is needed, but the 
following estract from the same source 
should be carefully considered by 
every employer of labour, for it is the 
keynote to success in’ solving the 
problem of Indian labour supply :— 

“A closer connection of the man- 
agement with the empoyés would 
naturally stimulate the provision of 
suitable dwellings and of schools, the 
formation of superannuation, pension, 
aud benefit funds, and other measures 
to. improve the condition of the 
worker, and so lead to the establish- 
ment ofa full and regular supply of 
labour, and to the prevention of 
strikes.”

What “ Deportation 
Means 


‘The following letter has been ad- 
dressed to the Transvaal Press by the 
Rev. Joseph J. Doke — 

It is very difficult to believe that 
‘the deportation of British Indians 
through Portuguese territory to India, 
which has buen carried on 
ruthless cruelty, can be in accordance 
with the wishes of our Colonists. 

‘The thing is done so quietly, that 
probably few are avare ol what is 
taking place, The methods employed 
are as follows:—Batches of Indians, 
drawn from different centres, are, 
{rom time to time, committed to the 
care of & Transvaal official, and taken 
by train into Portuguese territory. 
‘They are British subjects. — Some 
have been long residents in the 
‘Transvaal. ‘They are not criminals. 
‘The charge is failure to produce a 
‘certificate. On the border, the farce 
perpetrated of telling them that 
they are free. The train, however, 
does not stop, and they are carried 
fon to Ressano Garcia, Here they 
are at once arrested by the Portuguese 
police. It is useless for them to 
lunge that they have been brough:into 
Portuguese territory against their 
desire, that they wish at once to 
return to the Lransvaal, and to claim 
the protection of the law. They are 
lodged in prison and, when arrange- 
ments are complete, and a ship is 
ready at Lourenco Marques, they are 
placed on board and sent to India. 

‘The statements of their destitution 
fon board during the voyage, which 
have reached us, are siwply deplor- 
able.

I do not wish to use harsh 
terms, but, to my mind, the whole 
thing is a’ blot on cwilisation and.

How they spend their time 
A cannot imagine. What they spend 
their money on—if and when they 
ever get any—is also a matter for 
wander. Practically the whole of 
the local trade is in the hands of 
Indian traders—Hindus and Ma- 
homedans, These and the natives 
are the only people I saw doing any 
work, 

‘Ihe buildings are picturesque in 
the extreme, mostly flattopped, as 
is usual in Eastern and semi-Eastern 
countries, though a few of the build- 
ings have red-tiled rools, they are of 
all possible shades of green, red, 
blue, and yellow. ‘They are so far ag 
T can judge, built of rough brick and 
stones bound together by a coarse 
cement, This is then plastered, and 
on top of the plastering is laid a 
coat of colour-wash. ‘The contrasts 
are startling—or would be, were not 
the colours subdued by the bleaching 
action of the sun, and the effects of 
wind and rain. “The windows and 
doors are usually picked out in 
white, and the blinds and. shutters 
are frequently painted green. Most 
of the houses and shops are. dismally 
dark within—not by contrast. with 
the brilliant sunshine outside, for 
to-day is a dull, squally day. There 
cannot be over much ventilation 
either, for the upper part of the 
Windows is usually filled in with 
Planks of wood, and the lower part 
with movable’ horizontal wooden 
blinds. Very often, in the centre of 





























the buildings is a court-yard, in which 
‘row cocoanut-palm and other tr 

which, when the building is deserted, 
or is crumbling away, as frequently 
happens, grow wild ‘and luxuriant 
<conipleting the ruin that has already 
commenced. ‘The doors are heavy 
‘and forbidding, many of them having 
bolts of an old type formed something 
like a TT, whilst the locks are heavy 
and cumbersome. Within many of 
the rooms whereof the doors stood 
open, I caught glimpses of ancient 
carved settees and tables. ‘The East 
Coast of Africa must, surely be the 
collector's paradise, if the antique 
and the curious be desired. Postage 
nps are of many varieties. ‘There 
fre no less than four types of the 115 
reis stamp all in use at the same time, 
‘The streets of the settlement are 
generally well-paved. ‘The soil is 
sandy, but the roads have been 
hardened, and walking is not the 
arduous exercise that it is in some 
Of the streets of Lourengo Marques, 
‘There is not very much pavement, 
A notable exception is the tesselated 
black and white marble pavement 
around the building of the Banco 
National Ultramarino and the Portu. 
guese Steam Navigation Company, 
When one does not walk, the mode 
Of coaveyance is the ricksha. But 
these are not the: tawdry vehicles of 
Parban or Johannesburg. ‘They are 
glorified rickshas, handsomely con.

‘The native population is extremely 
interesting. The natives, where they 
have not retained their primitive 
animism, profess Mahomedanism. 
Christianity does not appear to have 
affected them very much; indeed, 
although the settlement is a’ Catholic 
one, T only saw one priest, and he 
came on board the Somali shortly 
after she dropped anchor. Moreover, 
neither of the churches was open, as 
is usual with Catholic sacred build. 
ings. Apparently, there is no great 
missionary enthusiasm locally. “The 
usual garment for the men is the long 
Zancibari shitt, of various hues, 
reaching below the calves of the 
legs. Upon the heads is the charac- 
teristic East Aftican white cap, ‘The 
Women, splendid, healthy creatures 
they look, when young, hideous hags, 
when old, wear a number of garments, 
chielly a frock hanging loose trom 
the neck, The bosom is not 


























and asa matter of fact, the natives 
of Mozambiqne aie far more highly 
civilised than their brethren of South 
Africa (for we are now north of the 
Zambezi). Probably this is due to 
the fact that they are not pure Bantu, 

ere is a strong Arab admixture, 
and the hall-caste element, due to 
intercourse between the Portuguese: 
soldiery with the native women, is 
rather arresting. One constantly. 
comes across men and women, boye 
and girls, very dark, but of a hand 
some _halt-European appearance. 
‘There is, too, the Goanese element, 
with its offshoots, to take into con. 
sideration. All told, the coloured 
Population of Mozambique is much 
mixed and its composition is ex. 
tremely complicated. I said, with 
special reference to clothing, that the 
Mozambique natives were more 
highly civilised than their Southern 
T do not recollect seeing 
@ single nude, or even. semicnuder 

ly, except amongst the grinning 
children and the fat, potbellied 
babies. |The houses, 'too, are far 
above the native Kraal in Zululand 
and Natal, in excellence of structure 
and architectural detail. In fact, they 
are houses, and not huts. ‘Their 
shape is square or oblong, with 
properly-formed roofs. ‘The method 
of construction seems to be to build 
a frame work of reeds, upon which 
the roof is built. This frame work 
is afterwards usually covered with 
mud-plaster, the roof being thatched 
with palm-leaves. Around each house 
is a reed palisade, making for privacy. 
The houses are ‘often divided into 
rooms. The native town is ten 
thousand times cleaner than the 
Malay Location is kept by the Johan 
nesburg Municipality. ‘The site is 
Sandy ; perhaps its sanitary condition.

I may here say that the whole 
town is kept scrupulously clean,

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History Repeats Itself 





‘Tite Asiatic problem is by no means 
new to this country, neither ate the 
methods. new by which: responsible 
statesmen attempt to solve it. Pro- 
blem and methods were burning 
questions in Africa many centuries 
ago, as they are today. History in 
this respect curiously repeats itself, 
only the details are reversed. Tt ig 
as though we have the negative and 
positive of the same photograph. 
Nearly 4,000 years ago a Colony of 
Asiatics left the Assjrian deserts and 
‘came to settle in Affica, They came 
by invitation, just as many of our 
comoatriots came, and they were

Bat what we do protest against is the 
imputation that from the very outset 
the Indian case was damned by the 
determination of the Government to 
have a verdict in favour of the prison 
authorities. ‘The point at the moment 
is not so much whether Major Dixon 
was tight or wrovg—though we believe 
he was right—but whether his decision 
was an honestly arrived at decision, 
or a decision virtually. ordered by the 
Government, belore the first witness 
was called. ‘The Zeader’s first article 
certainly gaye the public the impres- 
sion that the enquiry was a bogus 
‘one, and that Major Dixon never had 
a free hand, and was influenced in 
some way before he actually began 
his work. This, to our mind, is the 
really important point, because it is 
this insinuation which will be spread 
broadcast over India in orderto show 
the people that there is no justice in 
British Colony. All the pother 
about “critivism upon the doings of 
public men in their public capacity” 
is, to use our contemporary's own 
elegant. phraseology, ‘clotted non- 
sense.”

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Nagappan’s Case Again 
Re-Opening of Enquiry Urged 


Rey, Doke's'Letter 


Rev. Joseph J. Doke wrote to the 
Press-on the 10th as follows: 

—I shall be obliged i you 
allow me space to comment on ‘the 
evidenge which was adduced at the 
inquiry “into matters connected with 
the death of the Indian Nagappan. 

I have been allowed to read the 
verbatim copy of the cvidence, and 
have also tead carefully the letter 
which was published on Sacurday 
from Mr. A. S. Benson, and it appears 
to me that the matter is too serious 
to be dismissed easily. That a Magis- 
trate of Mr. Dixon's standing should 
lay himself open to criticisms such as 
Mr, Benson makes is « serious and 














very disquieting thing. One would

Rules Regarding the Appointment of 
Compounders on Certain Estates 





The subjoined new Rules, framed 
and passed by the Indian Tmmigra-

The Hunger Strike in 
Holloway 





Passive Resistance in Excelsis 








A very dramatic account is. given 
in Votes for Women of the Hunger 
Strike in Holloway, which led to the 
release of twelve of the imprisoned 
Sulfragettes, 

“An attempt had been made’ to 
enforce the ordinary prison loos 
against the pri ‘They 
Seen shat up in ells refused writing 
materials, and privil of 

litial prisoners. ‘They had accord: 
ingly rebelled. ‘They had refused to 
clear up their cells or to carry out the 
orders of the wardresses. ‘They had 
also broken the windows in their 
cells. 

Punished for Mutioy 

“On Wednesday afternoon they 
were brought, one at a time, before 
the visiting magistrates. The Gov- 
‘emor, the matron, and the wardresses 
gave their evidence, and then the 
Prisoners were called in and ask 
whether they had any reason to give 
why they should not be punished for 
mutiny. Each in turn justified her 
action on the ground that they had 
been refused the treatment to which 
they were entitled as political. prison- 
ers. ‘The attempt, they said, which 
was being made by the authorities to 
coerce them by treating them as 
‘ordinary criminals was contrary to 
the practice of civilised nations, and 
not only on behalf of themselves, but 
on bebalf of all political offenders to 
come after them, they were deter- 
mined to make a stand against it. 
‘The magistrates refused to recognise 
this plea, and ordered punishments 
19. be inflicted ‘on. the prisoners 
ranging from seven to ten days’ close 
confinement. 

“The nature of this punishment 
can be, to some extent, understood 
from the graphic description given by 
Miss Florence Cooke on the morning 
alter her release.

‘The International Anti-Vivisection 
and Animals’ Protection Congress 


Thad much pleasure in represent- 
ing by request Inprax Oriwtox at the 
important Congress which took place 
early in July on bebalf of the. protec- 
tion of animals from vivisection and 
torture, Tt was a remarkable gather- 
ing of sympathisers with the moye- 
ment; fiom all parts of the world 
they came ; India had a champion in 
the presence of Mrs. Lennox, who 
has established at Darjeeling a society 
which works up to the utmost limit of 
its possibilities to prevent the need- 
less suffering of animals in Tudin. 
‘The heroine of the Conference was 
Miss Lind-af y, and. whom: an 
enthusiastic ish Doctor, an 
‘opponent of bull-fghting, declared to 
bbe enshrined in the hearts of all. who 
attended the Congress and thousands 
who were unable to do so, At an 
important meeting. at the Queen's 
Hall, Mrs, Annie Besant made the 
strongest possible appeal for the 
abolition of vivisection, and told of 
the horrors perpetrated in the name 
‘of'science for the benefit of humanity 
‘on human beings in Continental hos- 
pitals. Mrs. Despard and Mr. W, T. 
Stead aso took part'in the meeting, 
the latter suggesting that a cinemato- 
graph record should be taken of 
Vivisectors at work; he added that’ if 
animals bad votes there would be no 
more vivisection, and ajtet animals 
hnman beings would follow, women 
first, $0 that to prevent this terrible 
possibility the vote was a necessity to, 
them ! 

Very useful work was done at the 
daily meetings, such questions as the 
development of humane ideas. in 
children towards animals, the protec- 
tion of birds, the docking of horses, 
pit ponies, bloodsports, aswell as 
medical fea! antevivisetion ‘evidence. be- 
ing brought forward. ‘There were 
demonstrations of humane killing; 
‘and the value of a fruitarian diet in 
the protection of animals as well as 
in the promotion of a humane tite 
found a very able advocate in Mr, 
Sidney H. Beard, the founder of the 
‘Order of the Golden age. The cul- 
mination of the Congress was the 
public demonstration in Hyde Park 
following on a procession ot friends 
of animals from the Embankment ;

“ Race Prejudice” 


Tn England and. America, in 
France and Germany, and in the 
other. civilised countries, it is the 
“anthropologists” who have lent the 
tnost constant and active support to, 
the false doctrines of caste and race 3 
but they are at last thoroughly dis- 
credited. Adfong osbiers: the Prench 
writer Finot, in his bock “Race. 
Prejudice," has shown the utterly 
untenable position of this pseudo- 
anthropology, even though it has 
filled thousands of vol*mes of more 
‘or less. “stientific research.” ‘The 
book has already had a remarkable 
Feception, and must exert a great 
influence for the trath. Tt has the 
triple value of summing up the 
theories ol race prejudice, of showing 
their essential futility, and of proving 
the fundamental unity of the buman 

‘As to human varieties, it was at- 
tempted at the time ol the slavery 
controversy to classify them by the 
colour of their skins, as white, yellow, 
black, red, and brown, Any educated 
person to-day is able to prove the 
scientific inadequacy of any such 
classification even for the purpose of 
differentiating humanity in. varieties, 
to say nothing of races. Te is now 
discovered that among those races 
that are confessedly most backward, 
and are therefore usually classed as 
‘most inferior, are. th> very ones with 
the longest skulls. The result bas 
beon that the advocates of the doc- 
trine of racial inferiority “are aban- 
doning skull measurements as a 
crucial test, and are 1 
sea for any physiologi 
which to rest. This leaves them 
psychological analyses, which Finot 
reduces to an equal absurdity by 
mere quotations Of endless contra- 
dictions: from. the various “‘autho- 
rities” on the subject. 

Results of Race Mixture 

We donot need to recall the. re- 
markable number of geniuses, who 
have been of mixed blood. ‘The very 
fact that the human race has advanced 
in the last few thousand years, as all 
anthropologists are ayrced, strongly 
[reinforces the belief that the most

It has been out of 
all possible proportion to the benefit 
attained. ‘The difficulty of landing 
coolies in good physical condition, is 
certainly very greatly increased. 
While sb niuch attention is. being 
rected towards hook-worms it wil 
not be very surprising ithe standard 
‘of physique is lowered owing to the 
increased difficulty of obtaining lab- 
ourers. ‘The extra time spent by 
medical officers and others in making 
the enormous number of microscopic 
observations now necessary, will also 
‘concentrate the attention of all con- 
cerned upon intestinal parasites to 
the neglect of other health factors. 
Consistency in this policy will bring 
about some curious complications. 
Hook-worm infection is known to be

The Acting Imperial Chinese 
Consul-General for British South

Natal Emigrants 
Miserable Savings 


In the annwal report on emigration 
from the port of Calcutta some inter. 
esting figures. are given as to. the 
resident Indian population, in By 
and foreign colonies. ‘The 
re only tabulated up to the end of 
3907, but they may be taken as 
llustrating present conditions. There 
‘were at that time just under 663,000 
Indians living inthe colonies, ot 
whom nearly 264,000 were in Mauri- 
tus, 133,000 in Demerara, and about 
t00,000. in Trinidad and Natal 
respectively. The savings of these 
People amounted to the large eum of 
£1,890,000. Mauritius, as being 
hearest to Todia and requiring labour 
for sugarcultivation, is the most 
popular place; and the resident In- 
popiilation there has accumulated 
£295,600, This leaves less than 
4600,000 for the other six colonies 
that are enumerated. ‘Taking the 
savings per head, Jamaica, with onl 
13,890 Indians ranks nest’to Mau 
tius in the returns, the average savings 























heing ey-zy-8. Natal with 102,809 
shows the low return olfz-z2, bul 
this does not umply that Indians.

Our photographic 
records, if they have come out of the

The main street of Port Victoria 
contains = large number of wooden 
houses. Apparently, these are the 
buildings erected by the prehistoric 
discoverers of the place.

When Mr, Gandhi was frst sentenced, 
in his parting address to bis followers 
at the Mosque Mass Mecting, be 
referred to an incident which bap- 
pened when Mr. Ally and he were 
going to London, to attempt to in- 
fluence British politicians against the 
Asiatic Law Amendment Ordinance, 
He said “a gentleman on board 
remarked ‘I see you are going to 
London in order to get rid of the 
dog’s collar.’" ‘The “dog's collar” 
was simply a figure of speech for 
that tended to degrade the Asiatic 
community, to make them less than 
men, to set them apart as unworthy of 
the rights of manhood and of ccitizen- 
ship, and it is to get rid of all this 
that the struggle still continues. If 
we intended to leave South Africa it 
would matter little what sort of col- 
Jar was marked with our name, 
Because we mean to stay, because 
conscience bids us stay, we strenu- 
‘ously oppose everything that would 
brand us as less than men.

Once More Free! week from Pretoria 
prison.

It he. persed be was 
charged as a disobedient prisoner, 
and punished for it. Mr. Gopal 
Naidoo in. this way suffered solitary 
confinement for twelve days! ‘There 
have been cases also of rough hand- 
ling which will have to be inquired 
into, and indeed the whole treatment 
of these prisoners at Pretoria merits 
little but censure, All the more 
heartily we welcome these heroic

Ancient Indian Chemistry 


A history of Hindu Chemistry from 
the earliest times to the middle of the 
x6th century A.D. with Sanskrit texts, 
variants, translations and illustrations, 
By Praphulla Chandra Ray, D. Sc, 
Ph. D,, Protessor of Chemistry, Pr 
dency College, Calcutta, 

Belore the publication’ of the first 
volume of this monumental work 
seven years ago, European scientists 
believed that in the domain of Chem- 
istry at least the Indians were behind. 

the Arabs and the Westems ; but 
Dr. Ray's work showed that in the 
middle ages or at the time of the 
‘Mahomedan invasion ol India, the 
Hindus were farther ahead in chem- 
ical and metallurgical processes than 
their contemporaries in other parts of 
the world. 

In the first volume it was with diffi- 
dence and hesitation that the author 
placed the remotest limit of alchem- 
ical Zantras in the xath-century A.D. 
It now transpires that this date is to 
be pushed back by several centuries. 

‘The Sanskrit texts close the volume, 
‘The index of proper names. and of 
subjects, is a most Useful and valuable 
feature. We shall conclude with 
repeating the pious sentiment expres: 
sed by the author in the concluding 
lines of the prefuce -— 

“The Hindu nation with its glor 
ious past and vast latent potentialities) 
may yet look forward toa still more 
glorious future, and it the perusal of 
these pages will have the effect of 
stimulating my countrymen to. strive 
tor regaining their old position in the 
intellectual hierarchy of nations, I 
shall not have laboured in ve 
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in which coloured men have used a

‘There are at present about 700 
emg Tadian sudents in| Great 
Britain, Halt of them are in London, 
chiefly in one district, Bayswater, 
“Most Indian students come to pre- 
| ate forthe Bar, medicine, and the 
Indian Civil Service, and in recent 
‘years an increasiog number for en- 
gineering and other technical pro- 
fessions, With but few exceptio 
they are drawn from what wou 
correspond in this country to the 
Papper and upper-middle classes. And 
© ofthe 350 in London 300 return to 
India with no love for England in 
their hearts. I do not refer to the 
© few who are actually embittered by 
failure in the competitive services, 
but to the yast bulk who never see 
| what is best in England, and perhaps 
never cross the threshold ol an 
| English home—who. all along. feel 
themselves to be exiles in a steange 
Jand. Probably that is also true of 
those who study elsewhere in Great 
Britain, So it amounts to this, that 
every three or four years some 600 
young Indians return to their 
glad to. get away, glad to leave the 
Vand that has not one tender memory 
for them—in most cases not one 
pleasant reminiscence. Most of them 
come here as mere boys of eighteen 
or nineteen. Indian boys are like 
"other boys—only more so, to use an 
Trishism, Nay, tliey have this quality, 
at they are alfectionate and respon 
© sive by nature = show any kindness to 
| them—without making them feel that 
You are patronising thein—and they 
- will be most grateful. From child- 
hood they are tught to reverence 
their parents and any one in /oco 
| Parentis, wherefore anyone who might 
guardian to them abroad. Also, 
© they are brought up to honour and 
‘obey their teachers ; once a * guru” 
(teacher), for ever a “guru.” Which 
means that if an English tutor or 
lecturer s0 chose, he could exercise a

1 Thave checked the rudeness on an 
"Indian boy's lips by simply remind. 
Been dato oe ee he, 
though the rudeness. was not to mie, 
but to an Englishman—in vagae 
retaliation of some  Englishinan’s 
rudeness in India. And on bei 
"further reminded that the Englishman, 
also was older than he, the boy 
apologised to him instantly, hand- 
somely. But in actual life what 
lsh influence is there upon the 
student on his arrival and 
ds? None that is wholesome, 
article would be of no special 
ist werendt candid and, 
“So et me be.

Indian politics discussed with the 
vague resentment of exiles forced to 
ive in unfriendly surroundings. In- 
voluntary exiles; for they are com- 
pelied to come to England by the 
-galations governing public services 
in India. That is how the mischief 
begins—and the hostility to the Gov 
emment. ‘The one thing the Indian 
never forgets is that he has repeatedly 
asked not to be sent out of his coun- 
try to qualify for its see So he 
cannot get away from politics even in 
speaking of his studies. What would 
you that he should do? Would you 
‘see the alternative picture—what he 
might,do when not. tal politics? 
For his recreation he might go to a 
public billinrd-room—for: most Indi- 
ays dearly love a game of billiards— 
and there meet betting men, For 
the majority of Englishmen he meets 
in billiard saloons talk to him of 
horses; from them he learns. the 
mysteries of starting prices. Or he 
might tatk to the barmaid, paying tor 
the acquaintance with the price of 
wine or spirit—which in India he has 
never touched. ‘The barmaid is the 
‘only type of Englishwoman he often 
sees for a mere conversation, ‘The 
stage is his one opportunity of seeing 
what he deems to be European lil 

Does he then see it in its “ best 
form—in what is regarded as the 
highest type of modern plays? Rather 
in sheer ignorance of actual life he 
misses the real meaning of the plays 
and comes away with but a vision of

‘That is the main obstacle one must 
foresee to the success of Lord Mor- 
ley's scheme a3 recently announced 
in Parliament. Indian students would 
rather go on as now than come 
under official surveillance, however 
remote and however benevolent. ‘The 
fact of having Indian gentlemen on a 
‘committee will avail nothing; these 
entlemen vill never gain the confi- 
dence of the students. But an insti- 
tution of the kind described in this 
‘article—even as supplementing Lord 
Morley’s scheme—should possess 
their fullest confidenre, it carried out 
on parallel lines with the Oxford 
Mission hostels—that is, with the 
entire visitde control in the hands of 
the senior students, who have already 
been some time in England. The 
invisible control alone need be in 
English hands. Regarding the other 
part of Lord Morley’s scheme, except 
in very rare cases it will be found 
impracticable to have Indian students 
living with English families from the 
beginning ; social etiquette and dom- 
estic ideals are so different in Eng- 
land and India.

Westminster 


Parliament is working hard, chiefly 
because of the much-lebated Budget,

But 
‘one brief Parliamentary day—there 
Was no suspension of the eleven 
o'clock rule on that occasion—has 
been devoted to India, The new 
Under-Secretary, the Master of Elic 
bank, bad to carry out the not too 
easy task of making the annual state- 
‘ment to Parliament on Indian alfairs ; 
ing had been of the shortest, 
and though he kept pretty closely to 
his carefully prepared Notes, he came 
through the ordeal with credit while 
Lord Morley watched his performance 
from the Peers’ Gallery. It must be 
admitted that though economic, 
military, and financial questions are 
ofthe utmost importance, the political 
art of the official speech was that 
which aroused the keenest interest 
among the faithful few who thought it 
incumbent upon them to be present 
igust 5. The Master of Elibank- 
referring to. the recent tragedy in 
London, declared that it was the 
isolated act of a fanatic and not to be 
connected with any general, wide- 
spread conspiracy against British 
rule, The deportation policy, as 
resorted to in India—not in South 
Africa, to that there. was no reference 
—was defended by the UnderSecre- 
tary and he impressed upon the House. 
that there would be no supineness in 
Keeping dangerous characters out of 
harm's’ way. There would be no 
quarrelling with this dictum if one 
Were sure that dangerous characters, 
and not innocent men were kept out 
of harm's way. It is here that the 
Sting comes in with regard to the 
nine men now deported. "But though 
the Master of Elibaok defended 
these repressive measures he consider- 
ed that the new reforms were proot of 
conciliatory policy on the part of 
the Imperial and Indian Governments 
towards India. He concluded with a 
very timely request to the Press

The Indian in South 
Africa 





It is extremely dificult to give an 
‘entirely satistactory reply to the argu: 
sents brought forward by the speakers 
at the Indian meeting in Bombay 
with reference to their treatment in 
South Africa. In the first place these 
Indians are British subjects, and they 
have known civilisation far longer 
than Western Europe. ‘They are not 
a barbarous people, Large numbers 
‘of them serve in the Indian Army and 
they perform their duty as citizens, 
and one reason for their loyalty to 
British rule is the justice and freedom 
which'it secures to them. ‘They have 
been told that they are men 
the Einpire, and numbers of 
to England every y 

training. As educat 
and the people be 
clearer idea of their privileges 
British subjects, they are brovg 
to face with a position in Brit 
South Africa, which they donot 
understand. ‘Very many thousar 
of them have been taken to Natal for 
the sugar and tea plantations, for 
domestic service, and other purposes, 
Dut though British subjects they find 
themselves placed at once on a differ- 
ent footing to other British subjects 
in that Colony. Every possible dif 
‘culty is placed in their way to settle 
permanently in the Colony. 

In the Transvaal the position is 
‘worse, Many thousands of them went 
to the Transvaal in the days of the 
Republic, and the Government then 
laid down regulations with regard to 
them which formed the subject of 
protests from the British Government. 
In the Transvaal the bulk of the 
Indians were traders, and alter the 
declaration of peace they returned to 
renew their occupations, On the 
granting of seltgovernment. to the 
‘Transvaal, however they found themi- 
selves faced with x determination on 
the part of the Government to. ex- 
patriate them. ‘The Transvaal did 
‘ot want them, and they were told to 
return to India. ‘They found, in’ fact, 
that though British subjects they were 
not allowed to, wander through the 
Empire and settle in any part of it 
they choose. In the Cape Colony, a 
different system was adopted though 
the object in view was the same. 
‘The law allowed those to remain who 
were already domiciled in the Cape 
Colony, but put an end to immfgra- 
tion, Virtuilly, therefore, British 
South ‘Aifica is closed. to British 
Indians except in the case of Natal 

where they may still be imported by 
the-tarmers under certain stringent 
condition:

The conclusion to which we are 
riven is that British Indians should 
either remain in British India or that 
they should colonise tracts of the 
British Empire where they can carry 
their own customs and habits, and 
form the great bulk of the inhabitants, 
‘There are areas better suited to them 
than to the European, areas in which 
they can live and thrive, and where 
the European cannot, and their 
migration must be limited to those 
areas. It is not the Imperial Govern- 
ment, but nature whieh +has made the 
diffgrence between the Eurapean and 
Asiatic, nature bas formed the mould 
for each, and the mould cannot be 
altered by legislation or by. public 
meetings and Europeans as vell as 
Tndians must. recognise the facts as 
they are. If the facts are fully 
recognised on both sides it will make 
‘matters easier in South Africa and in 
India, and. the facts are that itis not 
Advisable to attempt to mix the two 
races indiscriminately in any of the 
Colonies. It is wiser and better to 
allow thera to remain apart and live 
apart though they are members of the 
same Empire.

humane conclusion, and the finding 
of these gentlemen must have, we 
imagine, considerable weight with the 
Director of Prisons. Since the new 
Indian Diet Scale has been in force, 
the complaints of deficient nourish: 
‘ment from the different. prisons have

prisoners of the (ull amount of food 
scheduled for them, But, even where 
the exact weight has been given, great 
suffering has been experienced through 
its insufficiency. In most prisons, 
the food has been good. Serious 
complaints have reached us of bad 
food and bad cooking from Pretoria 
chiefly, but, asa rule, the quality of 
the food was not the subject of 

It was the meagreness of 
Seale that was the trouble. 
Many of the prisoners came out of 
gaol in a weak and emaciated condi- 
tion. All made serious complaints, 
Even a layman knowing the facts 
could understand the sufferings, when 
it was ascertained that at least 45 
‘ounces of food less per week had 
been allowed in the new DietScale, 
although the complaints regarding 
the inadequacy of the old scale had 
‘not been few. When it was known 
that the Goverment intended to 
reexamine the Diet question under 
medical advice, the British Indian 
Association requested ell known 
and acknowledged experts to report 
also on this matter. One report is 
now to hand from Drs. Baumann and 
Wille and we gratefully acknowledge 
the assistance that Dr Porter has 
also rendered us in assisting these 
medical gentlemen. ‘The points to 
be noted are these. Apparently, the 
present Diet-Scale for Indian prison- 
rs was framed as though it were to 
be enforced in India, and among tree 
Indians, or in Natal where the climate 
is so warm, ‘Then, too, no account 
seems to have been taken of the 
hard labour which has to be done in 
‘Transvaal prisons. ‘These are serious 
points. The cold of the Transvaal 
absolutely necessitates the use of 
some form of fat. The hard labour 
makes more nourishment essential, 
Yet neither of these points received 
due attention when the Diet Scale 
was framed. We are glad to note 
also that the Doctors strongly advise 
that ghee should be given daily to 
these prisoners, ‘This we have con- 
stantly claimed for the past two years 
without effect. We trust that now, 
following a report like this, such a 
change will be made,

And, 
when be mentioned the Chinese, he 
could not refrain trom saying that 
they ought to be delighted to find 
how loyally they were standing by 
their Asiatic brethren, so that Mr. 
Quinn and 74 Chinese had just been 
arrested, and would have to. face 
imprisonment. For the future, he 
could only say to them * Stand firm, 
‘There was no news to give, so lar as 
he knew, of another settlement just 
yet. Their delegates, as he had 
heard the Chairman say, were leaving 
no stone unturned to reach a just 
seitlement speedily. But, whether it 
came speedily or not, they would 
hhave to act as if there were no dele.

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‘Comparing these diets, we find that 
the protein values do not vary greatly 
{roman average amount of 57 gram- 
mes, With the exception of Section 1 
of Table 2 (ie, food for Indian 
prisoners, over three months, on Sun- 
day and’ Wednesday. with the meat 
allowance omitted), they reveal the 
much lower figure of so grammes. 


‘The fat constituents maintain an 
an average value of 27 grammes, 
exceat in the case of Section 2 of

they rise to 55 grammes. 


‘The Carbohydrates constituents 
vary considerably. They possess an 
average value of 368.5 grammes for 
Section 1 and Section 2 of Table 1;

435 grammes for Sections 2 and 3 of 
this Table, 

The Salts fall from an average of

Asa whole, the diet “over three 
months” is not markedly superior to 
that “up to three months," and falls 
below it with regard to Salts. 

‘The variations between the differ- 
ent groups are suificiently slight to 
justify us in striking an average 
result of the following composition , 
Proteins 55,8 5 Fats 32.45 Carbohy- 
rates 390.0 ; and Salts 10,0 grammes. 

Tt is obvious that this average 
result militates greatly in lavour of 
the “up to 3 months” diet in respect 
of Fats and Carbohydrates 

Having now established an average 
value lor the chemical composition, 
it is necessary to attempt to ascertain 
the adequacy, or otherwise, of the 
diet under consideration, 


Were the diet that of Europeans, 
this might easily be done by com. 
paring it with certain universally 
adopted standard diets. There is, 
for instance, Moleschott's Standard 
Diet for labourers of European coun- 
tries of the Northern temperate zone 
(eg, England, Sweden, Russia, Ger- 
many etc.), which presents the follow 
jing average chemical \ composition: 
Proteins 140; Fats 99; Carbohy- 
Grates 434; and salts 32 grammes, 














Compared with these figures, our 
average dietary (uncorrected for varia~ 
tions in body-weight) falls. short, by 
38% in the case of proteins, 65/7, 
the ‘case of fats, 11% in the case of 
Carbohydrates and 69% in the case 
of Salts. 

Or it might be compared’ with 
Munson’s “Military Hygiene” 1993, 
corrected, i.e., figures proportionately 
increased, for the purpotes of come 
parison, to the common European 
standardbof bady-weight of 143lbs—- 
the average body-weight of the smaller

Here our dietary falls short. by 
35% i0 respect of proteins, 50% in 
Fespect of fat and 34/, in respect of 
Carbohydrates. (The salt values of 
‘Muuson’s average Southern temperate 
zone dietary are not stated in the 
Titerature available to us), 


Comparisons such as these, with 
the standard average dietaries of 
European flesh-eating labourers do 
not, However, at first sight seem just 
fiable in the case of tropical labourers 
such as Indians. 


In order justly to estimate the ade- 
quacy or otherwise of the special 
prison dietary now under considera- 
tion, we must bear in mind that it bas 
Tong been recognised that the dietetic 
needs of labourers of tropical coun: 
tries are appreciably lower than those 
of labourers in cold or temperate 
climates. Little food is required 
the maintenance of the proper deg 
of animal warmth, and practical 
experience shows that this diminu. 
tion of food especially aflects the 
protein and fat values. Whilst the 
foods habitually used by natives of the 
tropics are well-known to differ widely 
in character from those employed in 
temperate climates, there has been 
‘but little investigation as to the force- 
value of tropical dietary or as to the 
exact qualities and relative propor- 
tions of the seyeral proximate prin- 
ciples entering into, its compositi 
‘The question of tropical dietaries bas, 
however, been locally studied by 
Mauirel (in Guadeloupe), by Church 
(in British India), by Eijkmian (in 
Java), aid by Lapicque (in Abyssinia), 
‘The resuilts obtained by these inves- 
tigntors in diverse portions of the 
tropical zone, although but few in 
number, agree so. closely in all 
respects that they may be accepted as 
‘conclusive, and their average as fairly 
representing the nutrient standard of 
the labouring classes of natives 
throughout the tropics. ‘The follow- 
ing is the average uncorrected, i, 
figures not proportionately increased, 
for parporses of comparison, to the 
common European standards of body- 
weight of 145 bs. —the average weight 
of the small and slight races of the 
tropics being assumed to be about 
115 1bs, chemical composition of 
these dietaries : Prateins 60.21 ; Fats 
31.8; and Carbohydrate 442.2 gram

In other words, the average Indian 
prison dietary in the main conlorms 
closely to Munson’s average tropical 
dietary, falling short of it by only 17, 
in the case of Proteins and 127 in 
that of Carbohydrates whilst the fat 
valites of the 2 dietaries almost 
coincide. 

‘The fact thus becomes apparent 
that our average Indian prison diet 
was framed with due regard to the 
standard of the average dietary of the 
prisoner in his native surroundings. 
Here, even when performing severe 
work, he ingests an average amount 
of Nitrogen (Nitrogen constitutes the 
important element of Proteins)— 
12.83 grammes—which is only slightly 
in excess of the theoretical require- 
‘ments for bare subsistence for men of 
the same weight in temperate climates, 
Here he favours a non-fatty dietary 
drawn almost wholly from the vege- 
table kingdom, and but little af his 
vegetable food is imported in the 
form of the highly nitrogenous cereals, 
(eg. oatmeal, wheat, barley, ete.) 
krown in cooler clia 
tables as are mainly used (eg. ripe 
bananas, sweet potatoes, sugar-cane, 
etc.) show great poverty in_ nitrogen: 
The tropical dietary is thus doubly 
inletior as regards protein, first, in 
that little meat is eaten, and secondly, 
in that the vegetables which replace 
the cereals of temperite climates are 
deficient in nitrogen. At the same 
time this light vegetable tropical diet, 
containing proportionately. very little 
protein, suffices to maiotain the 
health and strength of the native at 
work. It is not a matter of theory 
but an unrecognised chemical instinct 
which leads the native of the tropics 
to ‘make his choice of diet and 
nature's provision of aliment accord 
80 closely, 


Notalone isthe tropical distary poor 
in proteins, but the consumption of 
fat in the tropics is also greatly 
reduced as compared with the fat 
consumption in temperate climates. 
Fat is largely replaced by sugars and 
starches (Carbohydrates.) ‘This di 
taste for fats in any considerable 
quantity may be regarded as evidence 
Of an unconscious but instinctive 
recognition of the fact that 2 dietary 
Of low caloric (heating) value is suffi- 
cient for the needs of the organism 
exposed to high external temperatures;

of temperate regions. Nevertheless, 
whilst bearing this consideration in 
‘mind, much may be done by judicious 
alterations, to prepare a suitable 
prison diet from which can be obtain- 
ed a sufficient supply ofproteins, fats, 
carbohydrates and salls—the essential 
principles of a proper dietary. In 
this connection, we would direct 
attention to the official dietary (906) 
supplied to native labourers on the 
Rand Mines. ‘This dietary has been 
carelully worked out to suit the needs 
and idiosyncracies of various and 
widely divergent races, including 
many drawn from tropical regions, 
and many who are Mahomedans and 
efuse to eat ordinarily prepared meat. 


‘The average composition of thi 
dietary is as follows -—Proteins 131-5 ; 
Fats 77.1; Carbohydrates 629 and 
Salts 35.55 grammes.

We may briefly summarize the 
results of the foregoing considerations 
and derive therefrom the following 
inferences and general conclusions :

(b) The fact has been ignored that 
the prisoner probably performs severer 
work than he was accustomed to 
perform in India, 

3, The Indian prison dietary is 
markedly deficient in proteins and 
fats. 

4.,The reported emaciation and 
inanition to which Indian prisoners 
become subject in Transvaal prisons 
prove conclusively, if shown actually 
to ocenr, that there is urgent need, in 
the interests of humanity for the im- 
mediate rectification of the above- 
noted defects of the prison diet-scale, 

5. A detailed consideration of the 
necessary readjustments of the diet- 
scale is not attempted in this report, 
but the following general suggestions 
are made, vi 
(a) The dietetie customs of the In- 
dian prisoner should be studied in 
the supply, as at present, of a large 
Proportion’ of light vegetable con- 

ents such as carrots, parsnips, 
leeks, marrow, ete, 


(b) Proteins should be supplied in 
Imuch larger quantities than at present, 
This may be done in the form of 
meat, killed in a_ manner acceptable 
to racial or religious prejudice, and, 
As an adjunct to or substitute for 
‘meat, in the form of highly nitrogen- 
ous ‘vegetables such as beans and 
monkey-muts.

A Mistake 

‘The first case in which the “colour 
bar." question has come up since the 
if of the Union Act came before 
fr. Justice Buchanan, in the Supr 
"Court, at Capetown. The question 
arose in the form of an application 
that the description of a voter on the 
voll as “‘off-coloured” should be 
altered to European ‘The applicant 
said he was the grandson of a former 
Civil Commissioner in the Cape 
Golony, but his grandmother was 
“offcoloured,” He, however, was 
born in Scotland, and his mother was 
white, ‘The judge declined to_make 
the order, as he said the description 
did not affect the voter's qualification, 
Dut that iit had been a question of 
European descent the Court would 
have taken the view that the applicant 
wwas of such descent. ‘The question 
simply bristles with difficulties, and 
‘we may expect to hear a good deal 
of them before any of us are very 
much older. Is the slightest tinge of 
colour to be a bar, no matter how 
remote the non-European ancestor is, 
or is a pure European ancestry to be 
the determining factor? An instance 
“of the difference of opinion likely to 
arise is illustrated by a recent case in 
‘Pretoria, where objection was taken 
to certain children attending one of 
the Government schools, on the 
ground that they were coloured. ‘The 
Board interviewed the mother of the 
children, and finally decided to allow 
to remain at the school, 
ely deputation was

INDIAN IuwicRatton. ‘The Com- 
mittee appointed by Lord Crewe in 
March last to inquire into. Indian 
immigration in the-Crown Colonies 
thas finished its labours, and_ presents 
its. report in November. ‘The Com- 
miltee consisted of Lord Sanderson 
(Chairman), and a number of officials 
of the India and Colonial Offices. 
‘They heard 80 witnesses in India, 
Trinidad, and Mauritius, regarding 
the best means of organising: Indian 
immigration —Reuter.

Mr. Lionel Gill, in the Court, of 
the Resident Magistrate this alter 
noon, geve judgment in the action 
brought by Ho Si against Supt. John 
G, Vernon {or the recovery of L100 
as damages on account of trespass 
alleged to have been committed by 
the defendant. 

Mr, Benson appeared for the plain- 
tiff and Mr, Bernberg for the defend- 
ant. 

‘The Magistrate, in the course of 
his judgment, said :—It is common 
‘cause that on the ist of September 
hast, the defendant, a Superintendent 
in the Transvaal ‘Town Police, a 
companied by several constabl 
went to the shop occupied by the 
plaintifi, and after knocking on the 
front and back doors demanding 
admission and receiving no. reply, 
ordered a constable to climb over the 
corrugated iron tence at the back of 
the shop and unbar the This 
the constable did, and thereafter the 
defendant with a Sergeant entered the 
yard and walked through the shop in 
search of the plaintiff, The defend- 
ant’s intention was to arrest the 
plaintiff, and any other Asiatic he 
‘might find there who had contravened 
taws dealing with Asiaties. 

‘The ground upon which ptaintift 
bases his claim is that defeodant was 
armed with a warrant which was 
illegal, and that he had no right to 
enter the premises, as the plaintiff 
had committed no offence justifying 

officer in entering upon his 
premises in the way in which the 
defendant did, 

The following I have found to be 
facts in the case, and on these facts 
shall base my judgment :—On June 
last, the defendant entered. the 
plaintif’s shop, which was then open 
for ordinary purposes of trade, and 
demanded to see his registration 
certificate. The plaintiff failed to 
produce it, saying he had burnt it 
‘This was a contravention of Sub-sec- 
tion 3 of Section 8 of Act No. 2 of 
1907, Now it is argued that when 
the defendant entered plaintif’s shop 
the latter had committed no crime or 
offence, and was not suspected of 
having ‘done so, and consequently 
defendant had no right to enter for 
the purpose for which he did, and 
was a trespasser, ‘This contention 
may be pertectly. correct, and the 
plaintiff may have been within bi 
rights hud he tjected the defendant. 
But the fact remains that he refused 
to produce his certificate, and thereby 
contravened the law, ‘That being the 
case, the defendant was justified in 
arresting him there and then, or later 
ifhe pleased. “And for the’ purpose 
of this artest he was eutifled to enter 
upon the plaintif’s ‘premises and 
arrest him without a warrant in terms 
‘of Sub-section 3 referred to, It may 


















































be argued that theré was an unreason- 
able delay between the 25th June— 
the day on which. plaintiff refused to 
produce his certificate—and the 1st 
September, the day on which the 
alleged trespass on which this action 
is founded took place. But 1 
delay is explained by the evidence of 
Plainclothes-constable Krause, who 
was present on the first date, and 
who states that the plaintiff was not 
arrested then because a criminal 
prosecution was pending against him 
‘on a charge of public violence, 1 
am of opinion that in view of the 
contravention of Sub-section 3 of 
Section 8 of Act No. 2 of 1907 
referred to above, the defendant acted 
within his rights in entering plaintiff's 
premises on the 1st September, 
whether he was armed with a lawful 
warrant or not. Judgment will’ be 
entered for the defendant, with costs.

A Letter from Mr, Benson 

Mr. A. S. Benson's

36 01 1908, With one exception, all 
eclined to comply with the request, 
‘and were accordingly charged with 
this offence in “B” Court, I appeat- 
ed for the accused, and by consent, 
at the request of the Crown, they were 
remanded for a week, On the re.

seoted without demur. The question

at that time been refused bail in 
Court on the riot charge.

‘This particular warrant was issued 
on Vernon's. own affidavit, and was 
made out in his own handwriting and 
phraseology. Tt was an extraordinary

sulfice it to say that under its author- 
ity Superintendent Vernon was ex- 
Dressed to have the power to enter at 
any time ofthe day or night any house 
or place in Johannesburg which might

Armed with this ‘letter of marque,

The Climex of Lnjustice 








1¢ Sou h Atrican Union Act has 
passed both Houses of Parliament, 
and Boer and Briton are gratified. 
They have got whut they wanted, and 
what they did not wroe has not been 
thrist upon them. ‘They did not want 
the Indians to have any voice in the 
constitution. ‘They did not want thet 
to form a put of the organic whole, 
‘These despised pariahs are only. to 
be tolerated as an uomitigated nuis- 
ance, an ugly excrecence un the body 
politic, which must be lopped off 
‘The Indian residents of Natal had 
the right of voting, and this, right 
carried with it that of a seat in the 
representative assembly of the Colony.

“The coast regions of British 
Bast Africa,” he waites, “are not 
suited for extensive white settlement ; 
but the hinterland is, and there every- 
thing should be done to encourage 
such settlement. Non-white aliens 
should not ‘be encouraged to. settle 
where they come into rivalry with the 
whites (exception being made as re-

Sumbers of white men are willing to 
hold them, while the native blacks, 
although many of them do fairly well 
in unskilled labour, are mot yet 
competent to do the higher tagks 
hich now fall to the share of the 
Goanese, and Moslem and  non- 
Moslem Indians.” In these terms 
Mr, Roosevelt settles the Indian 
‘question in British East Africa. Some 
of our people should be allowed to 
reside in parts where they will come 
into contact with white people, should 
their occupations contribute to the 
prosperity and comfort of the white 
people. ‘The rest should be relegated 
to those unproductive or fever stricken 
vwildemesses where white men are 
not yet prepared to live. ‘The ad- 
yancement of the Indian hims.lt, 
his claim on the common rights of 
humanity, do not come withia the 
horizon of Mr. Roosevelt. ‘The white 
man is to occupy the soit places of 
the universe, the Indian is to be 
content with the hard. Above’ all, 
there must be no rivalry allowed, 
‘The white man cannot stand rivalry. 
He must be protected. In the strug- 
gle for existence, he must not-be 
subjected to the test of Indian 
competition. must _not be 
allowed to eusure the survival of the 
fittest under her usual tests, because, 
io ‘such unprotected conditions, it 








would not be ‘he white man who 
would. ‘survive. It would be the 
Indian. 





Surely this line of argument is the 
climax of absurdity! ‘The white man 
can hold his own if -he cares, but it 
must be by the power of work, and 
the loyalty of soul. The suggestion 
that the Indian should hold those 
parts of British Eust Africa where 
“there is as yet no sign that sufficient 
numbers of white men are willing to 
hold them,” is a very naive su, 
tion. What, then, will happen when 
there are sufficient white men willing 
to hold those parts? Simply. this, 
we imagine—a drastic law will be 
passed under which self-respecting 
Indians will-find it impossible to live, 
and these willing white men will very 
willingly step into their shoes! Te is 
“to the advantage of. everybody,” 
now, that Indians should break up 
the vi ‘soil, create trade, make 
paths in the desert, and generally do 
the rough and menial-work. When 
the desert place is made to rejoice 
and blossom as the rose, then will 
come the tim of the “willing” white 
man. It reminds us of what the

At the Natal Supreme Court on 
Monday in the matter of Eérahim 
\Coloncal Giroernment, the Chief Ju 
Said he had referred to the records,

Mr. F. S, Tatham, K.C, with Mr 
Livingstone, appeared for the plaintif, 
and Mr. ‘T. F. Carter (Attorney-Gen 
eral), with Mr, Bird, appeared for the 
defendant. 

Mr. F, S. Tatham, in opening, said 
that case raised a question of great 
importance and affected the welfare 
of a large number of subjects in the 
Colony. It is a question of the right 
of the Government to exclude from 
hhigher- Indian schools Indian 
ads who had attained the age of 14 
years. ‘The plaintiff was a minor, who 
‘was born in February, 1895. He was 
teeing uo tothe close of last yea, 

Bia way kuown as the Higher Grade 
Indian School at Durban. In Dec: 
ember 1908, the headmaster of the 
School intimated to him that he would 
not be allowed to return to the 
school after the comniencement of 
the new term in February, 1909. At 
that time the plaiatiff had not actually 
attained the age of 14, but they did 
not make a point of that. ‘They 
challenged the right of the Govern 
ment to exclude from Higher-Grade 
Tndian Schools children over 14 years 
of age. 

All the material allegations of the

Mr. Justice Beaumont said the

Che following is the report prepared 
at the request of the British In: 
Association: of Dr, J. Van Nickerk 
M.B, on the Diet-Seale at presenta 
force’ for Indian prisoners. in the 
“Pransvadl Gaols — 

‘At your request, I have gone into 
the matler of the diet for the Indian 
prisonersin the goals of the Transvaal. 
Kam of opinion that the diet is not 
only unsuitable, bit also inadequate 
to sustain an Indian in health; the 
quantity of food is not sufficient to 
keep up the normal state of health of 
prisonerdwho have been sentenced to 
hard labour. 

“The ‘Indian is not a meat-eater, 
his diet being almost wholly a 
vegetable one, L would therefore 
suggest that he be supplied with 
fresh vegetables daily to prevent scurvy 
and other allied diseases, I am 
farther of opinion that rice ought to 
be substituted for mealies, and a more 
liberal supply of ghee issued daily, 
as fat is very important in a diet 
scale of this nature. 

“The quantity of food required for 
prisoners on-bard labour does not only. 
depend-on’ the amount supplied, but 
also the class of food which can be 
digestid j-if the diet_ is. ansnit: 
naioeally the man does not get the

and the Immigration Restriction Act 
in that colon violates the 
Sovereign's gracious pledge to place 




















Indians on a legal equality with other 
subjects. of the British Crown, and 
have produced a profound sense of 


wrong and universal indignation 
among all classes and creeds in India, 
(b) Pending a satistactory solution 
of these questions affecting Indians in 
South Africa, this meeting respectful 
ly requests the Goverament of India 
to take steps to stop all further re~ 
cruitment for South Africa,

The Education Estimates 


Decrease in Indian Education Vote 


Commenting upon the decre 
the Estimates 1909-10 for Indian 
cation the Malad Mercury says :-— 
There is actually a decrease inthe | 
vote for Indian Education. As the 
iducation Commission stated in their 
report, the Indian population is | 
entitled to elementary education a 
Teast, but, except in the large towns, 
practically nothing is done, and on the 
big. estates, where large numbers of 
indentured Indians are employed, the 
absence of any educational facilities 
is nothing short ol a sandal. The 
auggestion is that it should be made 
compulsory on the owner of an estate, 
where there are.20 or mote Indian 
children. of indentured employes, to 
provide elementary education at-his 
‘own cost. The provision of greater 
facilities for halfeaste and coloured 
children, who are neither Indians nor 
natives, was dealt with by the Com 
mission, but here again there is no 
evidence of anything material being 
done, except that the grantin-aid ol 
the rent of the Mauritian school is 
cut down from £100 to £9. I the 
grant Had to be cut dowa because of 
the unsatistactory nature of the school, 
we do not see any. more justifieation 
for £9 than for £1bo, but it should 
be the business’ of the Government to 
seo that coloured ghildren have proper 
education facilities, especially as 
admittance has been desied them to 
the European schools. ‘There should 
be no more difficulty or expense in 
stich coloured children getting. good 
schooliog than for European children, 
‘The Education Estimates, although 
they have been revised bnee, seem to 
us to require revising again, Educ 
tion isione of the first needs of the 
Colony, and, whatever else we do, we 
should see that it is well provided for.

A New Act 


‘The following are the provisions of 
the Act "to amend the Law No. 25, 
189, in regard to the administration 


“The following charges shall be 
able to the General Revenue 
‘of the administration of the 
estate of any deceased Indian under 
the provisions of section 60 of the 
Indian Immigration Lav, 189:— 
(a) When the value of the estate 
‘exceeds £100 Two and a half 
er centum upon the value of 
immovable property sold ; 
Five per centum upon the value 
‘of moveable property sold ; 
‘One per centum upon the value 
of any properly. distributed 
without a sale. 
(2) When the value of the estate 
is less than £100, 
A fixed charge of £2. 
2, The charges authorised by: this 
Act shall be deducted from the first 
coming to hand after the 
payment of the expenses mentioned

Resistance bas gained greatly during 
the past week.
